Clayton: As I understand it, the Department of Agriculture, through 
the Bureau of Agricultural EHeonomies, sought to answer tho 
general question: What would be the bost probable 
balance of production for apriculturo in; say, 1950, on 
the basis of a specified set of assimaptions as to prices, 
Costs, volume of employment, exports and imports, etc? 
These assumptions were a basie promise; so that the “foals” 
or “bench marks" were not “prodicticns” as to what will 
happen in agriculture, but, rather, they were informod jude- 
ments as to desirable adjustments in agriculture, provided 
the conditions assumed actually materialized, The “assump- 
tions," naturally, are set up in the light of current trends 
and future ouwclook. Since most of our activities in the 
present are based upon implicit or explicit judgmonts as to 
the future, caroful analysis of future conditions that may 
confront asriculturo clearly has advantages, & program of 
adjustments based upon such an analysis pivos us the "bench 
mark" or "gools" for agriculture, undor discussion. 


The LAE study, conduceted in cooperation with tho State 
collegos, was not, however, bacod upon tho Tennessee Valloy 
ag aunit. Consequently, wo had no basis of judement as to 
what the figures implied as to a “bench mark" for agri- 
culture in the Valley rogion. Obvicusly, however, the 
Valley agriculturel program should be inteprated with the 
national "goalse" 


For thet reason the BALE, in response to our request, broke 
dom the figures in the national study to shov the "bench 
+ mark" for the Tennogsee Valley as such. 


A study of the Pisures for the Valloy revoaled some obvious 
limitations of the figures, arising, principally, fron tw 
sources, First; tho national study does not include, as a 
premise, tho special opportunities and resources--the "plus 
factors peculiar to the Valley region; second, tho "goals’" 
Aas such, werd expressed in terms of acros of corn, ete., 
rathor than in terms of "end products," such as pounds of 
milk, butterfat, boof, pork, cotton, tobacco, etc.

"Goals," so expressed, it appeared to the Comittee 
- to "freoze" the adjusteent program in the Valley in terms 
for example, of a specific acreage of corn. Vhereas, the 
end-product desired--beef, for exanple--nirht much better 
be produced on grass and legumes. This clomant of flexi- 
bility is what the Conmitteos is sceking to introduce and

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maintain in setting up e “bench mrk” for agriculture in 
the Valley. the Committee on Kesource Utilization has 
apnointed a subcommittee to work out this important 
probleme 
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schanb: i'd like to ask whether this mattor of a bench mark study 
may not be related to tho quostion of des owen? the 
Yonnessce Valley as a separate region of tho U. S. Dopart- 
ment of Agriculture, proposed for consideration by our 
Committeo on Organization. 


Clayton: Tho two things are related. It. Bass and Ii. Hudgens 
discussed tho matter informally, i.e., whether the Ten- 
nesseo Valley might not be designated as a USDA region. 
Such an arrangemont would facilitate integration of work 
at the national, rogional, and stato levols,,

Kr. Chairman, may I have another chance? I was debating 
whether I should cay this at tho tive you called on me. As 
an afterthought, I'd like to add this to my previous remarke, 
if the Committee on Cooperatives will permit mo, with spo- 
cific roference to ono recommondation of the Committee, 
alluding to the question you ask regarding progress in tho 
field of cooperative deve lopment. 


This recommondation has to do with omployment or appoint~ 
mont of one or more persons whose principal responsibility 
would be that of aiding and assisting development of 
cooperatives in the watershed area of each of the several 
Statese This is a racommendations Whether or not tho 
institutions will respond is anothor matter. It comes dam 
to the matter of specialists, and of how many specialists 
wo should go along with. I think the Comittee feels that 
here we are giving particular emphasis to something thet 

is rather fundamental in the interest of farm people, as to 
what cooperatives are as q nmeens paetenns formers can 
implement their individual efforts and by which they ma 
achieve better results, economic and otherwise. In tha 
senso, the institutions may wish to sive that kind of imnpe- 
tus to a program of cooperative activities of farmers, 
through furtherance of test-demonstration amd related 
activities. Personally, I would welcome the opportunity to 
work with the institutions in examining thet further and 
seeing whether or not something in line with tho Committeo's 
rocommendation could bo done. It seems desirable that 

each institution make an examination of the Conmittoe's 
report and hold further consultation on it as to what the 
institution could do additionally toward improving tho

OPSNING OF CONFERENCE

Thomas Cooper, Chairman, 


Ay REVIGWY AND OUTLOOK 
ld. Tho Valloy-States Conforenco 


During the past fow weeks and months, especially during tho diffi~ 
culties which occurred with Congress and the comments made in 
referenco to the Tennesseo Valley Authority, moro and more it has 
occurred to me that there wore many thines I should have done which 

I hadn't done, locking at the work of tho Tennessee Valley States 

as awhole. Therefore, I want to take this opportunity to prosont 

a matter about which I have been thinking, althouch it ropresents 
nothine that is new, So, before giving the report of the Correlating 
Committee, I wish to open the Conferenco with a littlo review. 


vie aro now opening the twonty~«fourth meting of the Valley-States 
Conforence « 


It is interesting te reflect in this connection that the first i 
this series of meotings was held in Knoxville on September 25, 1933 
That was just four months after the approval of the TVA Act on Ua 
1935, and just throe months after the first meeting of the TVA Board 
on June 16, 1933. 


The history of this Conferenco and of the meotings of this groun, 
therefore, oncompasscs practically the entira period of the Tonuescca 
Valley Authority, and incorporates, in large part, tho record of th 
cooperative relationships betaveen tho TVA and the land-srant collogcos 
of the Valley States. 


It was my privilege to represent the Experimeny Station of the Univor~ 
sity of Kentucky at the first mocting of this Conforence. Alabama, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, and Virginia were also represented. 

At that Conference, I recall, we askod Drs I. A. Morgan to outlino 

for us the agricultural program which the Authority had in mind for. 
the Temessee Valley region, Those who wore prosent will remember _ 
that Dr. Uorgan's reply was, I think you will agree, charactoristic: 
In the light of developments which have occurred, 1% may even bo 

gnid that his reply was prophetic. In effect Dr. Morgan said that 

in hie opinion, we, as representatives of the Valley States agricule 
tural institutions, wore there not to ask that question, but to 
answer it. I romember that when Dr. iiorgan made that statement i 
opened a now vista of rolationships with Iedoral agencies, whon it 
was asserted that the question of the development of o prosram was to 
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be the function of the States. This procedure follavdd the: original 
apreoment between the land-grant colleges and tho U. &. Department of 
Agriculture. e 


Dr, Morgan then went on to outline specific bases of cooperation be- 
tween the colleges and the Tennessco Valley Authority. I quote from 
the minutes of the Conference: "The States having areas included in 
tho Tennesseo basin were askod by Dr. H. A. organ of the Tonnessee 
Valley Authority to present a joint progrem for the agricultural 
development of this basin.® 


the events of the leat ten yoars or more holp us to appreciate more 
fully the vital significance of that statomont and of tho policy of 
cooperation thus laid down. You will recall, howovor, that much more 
was involved than the more statement of the policy» 


2. Opportuno time to take stock of situation 


In view of the benefits that have admittedly accrued to the land-srant 
institutions in thig region end espacially in view of tho progress made , 
in the program for the development of this region in tho field of our 
primary rosponsibility, it would seom reasonnbie for us toe oxamino our 
record as individual institutions and as a group to determine hew 
fully we havo moasured up to our om opportunities and obligations in 
support of these cooporative relationships. i find constantly in talking 
with mon in positions sinilar to ours that they look upon the rolation- 
ships that we have in the Valley aroa as something uniquo in agriculture, 
and I feel that they are somewhat envious of the opportunities we have 
hore in the fields of our work. 


The time is particularly opportuns for taking stock because: 


a, The war is over. Tie are now living in tho post-war world. In 
that respect, thoreforc, tho time is opportuno for an evaluation 
of our cooperative efforts with a view to gearing thess efforts 
to the noods and opportunities of Valley agriculture in the post~ 
wer world. 


be Tho Tennessso Valley Authority has practically completod tha son- 
struction of the physical plant needed for the program of regional 
development. Haturally, during the period of poak werk on 
construction, the problem of applying and utilising theso physical 
resources in the taske of building up and conserving the soll, in 
providing a better basis of living for the poople of tne Valley 
seemed, porhaps, somewhat loss significant then the job of purely 
physical construction. Yet, as we all Imow, tho really important 
and sicnificant job lies ahead of use Lut while we who live and 
work in the Valley region fully realize this fect, we cannot and 
should not assume that the point is fully appreciated by others. 
the responsibility for pramobing a general understanding of this 
fact rests upon each individual institution represented here, and 
also upon all of us as a groups 
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3. Opportunities of ‘alley States land-grant colleges 


jes us ask ourselves frankly what major contributions the land-grant 
colleges as a group have been ablo or willing to meke during the past 
ten years in eupport of the basic principles of cooperation embodied 
in the Valley agriculimral program, 


Yecause of the roliance which the Tennessee Valley Authority has 
from tho stert placed upon the colleges in this region for the formi~ 
lating and carrying out of o regional apricultural program; the land- 
freut institutions have possessed a unique opportunity to support the 
policies underlying the cooperative relationships in the Valley 
prorream of agricultural conservation and development. While the 
ficht wae on last winter, and I had the opportunity of answoring ques- 
tions about this program, I realized that porhaps I had had a part in 
placing upon the shoulders of the Directors of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority the responsibility for the support of a movement in which 

I ought to be interested, and which I aight to eupport as far as I 
wag ables 


So far as I know, this is tho only region in the country in which all 
the agencies concerned with all tha resources formally agreed to work 
torother, the worl administratively wified in the staffs of the 
colleges, and integrated in the sense that all the resources are to 
be developed jn inter-~relation with cach other. 


The record of performance in rolation to our opportunities suggests 

the need for a re-examination of our responsibilities and opportunities 
& phe tb 

Por contributing to the support of the cooperative program in the 

Valley. The land-grant colleges of the Valley States are in a unique 

position,-~a position which should enable us to ceutribute in a most 

effactive way to the support of the cooperative prosran,. 


Be WEEDS AND OPPORTUNITI“S 
1, Weed for ronowal of positive action 


The need for positive support of the Valloy agricultural program has 
nots since the early days of the Tennesses Valley Authority, beon 
more pressiny or urgent than now, 


We are faced than, in goncral, with a need for more attention on the 
part of the land-grant institutions and on the pert of this Conference, 
&e a group, to interpret to tho public the things thet have been accom 
plished in the Tenneseee Valley region through the procossa of 
cooperation typified in this Conference, 


2. Specific necds and opportunities 


What are some of the specific items to which we might givo attontion? 
i think of the following: 


&- Tho cooperative relationships in tho Valley rest upon certain 
fundemental bases of cooperation. Theso principles of cooporabion, 
we bolieve, are sound and should bo adhored to. In this, I an 
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sure you agree that we have boen right. Put, PO ke re have not 
always been consistent. For - example, eur position ca Esheraig ba 
Moines if wo ask the Tennossso Valloy Authority to Adiers to 
these fundamental i thee home while at the samo time we waive 
wheir application in our rolationships with othor Fodoral apencies. 


if we believe in the principles, it 1s only reasonablo that we cup 
pert thome Tho Tonnessce Valloy Authority, Lor example, has 
folleved the policy of reimbursing the State inetitutions for 
additional costs incurred in rendering technical services and 
extonsion aid on tho Valley agricultural polars That practices, 
as you lmow, has beon ropeatedly challenged by members of Conpros- 
sional committees. Ib would soouisircel to oxpect that the 
institutions which endorse this practico would vigorous ie support 
the policy in testimonials for Conpressional cormmitioss 


Then there is the question of Federal ve, State and local adminis- 
tration of agricultural programe. Tho Tonnossee Valloy Authority 
policy, as you know, has alyays strossed end continues to secaene 
reliance upon State and local development and adninistration of 
agricultural programs. Hero, obviously, is a fundomental question 
of policy on which the State institutions should not leok entirely 
to the Tonunesseo Valloy Authority to defend and support, 1% 
represents our battle. 


Thsre 1s again the problem of the fortilizer program for the 
Yalleys This program, as you lkmow, is vital to tho tost- 
demonstration idea. ie lmow that the program for the Valley 
cannot be considered indspendently of a progran for the nation as 
awhole. Vigorous and constructive support by the land-grant 
institutions of a sound fertilizer progren seoms to be a clearly 
indicated need and opportunity. 


There would appear to be sreat values in oncouraging familiarity 
on the part of our resident toaching, staffs with the Ve alloy coopora- 
bive program. I had never realized the opportunities which exist 
in this connection, until it was suggested that the teaching staff 
of the college be represented on the college Committeo on Tonnes sceo 
Valley Programs 


in the same connecticn, mich can be accomplished in moro inlly 
aaguainting the Vide branches of our oxtension porsonnel oither 
with the content of the Valley agricultural program, or lts appli- 
cation in the individual State. In this comection, it would soen 
to be an essential objective to acquaint county asents and other 
local extension personnel fully with tho aims and objectives of 
the cooperative programs 


Lastly, there is the questior of information in the moro restricted 
seed. I have no doubt that much more can he dono by the colleros 
along tho linos of general publicity on the cooporatbive program 
than is aov boing accompli shed, regarding tho important part that 
she LTennos see Valley Authority plays in it and tno successful out- 
come that is taking place. It is to our advantage to recognize

At its meeting in Atlanta on April 3 the Valloy-~States Conference 
requested the Corrolating Committees to consider under what pro~ 
cadure cooperation with soil conservation districts in the 
Tennessee Valley might be most effectively carriod out dy the 
parties to the Memorandum of Understanding of November 20, 194); 
(as amended). 


The Correlating Committee has considered this problem and submits 
for the consideration of the parties to the Memorandum certain 
suggestions and recommendations. These aro based on the assump= 
tion that, under State laws; districts may be organized in thoce 
areas within tho Tonnesses Valley where there is a recognized noed 
for them and where thoy can mako a contribution to a joint regional 
program of watershed protection and agricultural develomment. The 
Committee suggests that the boundary of a district should be 
coterminous with the boundary of a countys 


The recommendations of the Comnittoc follow: 


12. Tho activities of the district will be integrated with a joint 
regional program of watershed protection end agricultural 
development formulated in gocord with the Memorandum of Under- 
standing of November 20, 193 (as amended), which recognizes 
the need for a coordinated agricultural development within the 
Valloy, and the primary responsibility of the Land-Grent 
Colleges for conducting field programs. These activities will 
be so conducted as to promote improvement of the resoureos of 
the farms on which work is dons; to provide satisfactory in- 
come and living standards for the farmers involved; to 
harmonize with the othor aepects of tha farming system on th 
individual farm; to protect the public interest in soil 
fertility and to be ccordinnated with the various phasos of 
unified development of tho resources of the region, including 
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in addition to agriqilture and ferostry, recrgation, wild- 
life, power utilization, processine am marketing of agricul~ 
tural and forestry products, and health and nutrition. 


The test-demonstration farm principlos will be followed on 
the farms participating in tho work of the districts. The 
districts will constitute, in effect, adaptations of area 

test-domonstrations.

We are fortumate indeed to have with us today the Chairman of tho 
Board of Directors of the Tonnessea Valloy Authority. I am sure 
that this group welcomes his visit with us. With his many duties 
and the responsibilities that rest upon him, we appreciate his 
taking time to attend the Valley-States Conferonce,. 


If. Lillenthal wags cducated as a lawyor erd is a graduate of 
Harvard University. He entered work in the public field in the 
State of Wisconsin; and made an outstanding record.

There is no better summary of the othor viewpoint regarding the 
tranafer of responsibility of federal functions to non-federal 
agenclos than 1s contained in tho following few sontonces quoted 
from a statement made by Hilton S. “isenhover, now the distinguished 
President of Kansas Stato College, when he was an cfficial of the 
Jepartment of Agriculture: ",. . swhere the necossary funds are pro- 
vided primarily or wholly from the Federal Treasury the Congress 

has invariably vested full administrative responsibility in an 
appropriate Federal oxecutive agency directly accountable to 
Congress » « e and every agency, without exceptions is expected 

%o see to it that all persons who administer the Congressional 
mandate are directly in the lino of hire and fire « « » That view- 
point is in sontrast to TVAts position. We believe that as a 
inatter of law and a matter of policy a different view can bo taken. 
We do this withcut in any way deprecating the motives of thoae 

able men who have different views. 


Vie believe this country is big enough to try 4 procoss in a dif} 
ferent way in this region, and then judgo ite rolative advantagos 
and disadvantages, and thus far wo have persuaded the Congress 
that this is right. Sut it becomes more and more difficult. ‘Vo 
recornize, oursolves, however, that unless tho personnel and the 
funds are used successfully to further not simply the purposes of 
the atates and other local agencies, but also tho TVA's objectives 
ag a national experiment, set up under national law, then I say 
to you that the relationship with tho statos won't be permitted 
to last longe I believe the outcome will be favorable. 

We propose, in & budget wo are submitting for fiscal yoar 107; 

6 largo expansion, practically a-doubling, of the program devoted 
to the development of the natural rosouress of the region. Wo 
propose the expenditure of about twolve miliions of dollarg to be 
devoted to the development of the agricultural, forestry, mineral, 
industrial, and other resourcos in the Valley. It will be about 
the most fruitful money spont by our‘ coutry, in my opiniones 


This is the time when tho people should step up and bo bold about 
their convictionse We propose that theso funds be spent on the 
same policy as has been true in the past. That indicates our 
complete faith in the program of ‘tao-way partnership. 


The greatest hazard to the program is this: That the poople don't 
understand the nature of its joint. sponsorship. It is not a 
question as to whether your institutions and TVA get credit for 
sorething. nyons in public servico kmows that nothing is more 
xponsive than extravagant credit for something. But if the people 
understand the unique nature of what wo're trying to do in this 
region, then I am sure that the country will understand and the 
Congress will understande 
There are a good many communities in the Tonnessoo Vallsy where 
the farmers and the busineasmen do not Imow thot this is a regional 
prosram; they don’t imow TVA is a party to it. I am speaking now 


in particular of the agricultural programe The tine has come wnon 
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thet eituation about TVA's participation, unless corrected, will hurt 
the whole programe I think it is important, and I am speaking very 
candidly, that you as the leaders make it clear that what we are 
trying here is a joint rogional ondeavor. Ve hava agreed to try this 
particular undertaking togethor. If the TVA sponsorship should have 
to drop out it will be an altogether different programe You know 
the peoplo of this rogion bstter than anyono else, and you know how 
important is the wmiguo character of this undertaking and the 
responsibilities which are on you as oa partner as well-as on us as 


a federal agency, 


I'd like to amend something Dr. Uorgan said to you at his first . 
meeting with you after TVA was set ups As I reonll, he saidsy in 
rospones to & question as to how the TVA agricultural program was 

to be carried on in this region, “That is not for mo, but for you to 
answer.” I would amond the answer: How thie program is to bo 

carried forward is not nov up to you to answore It is now up to 

the country and to the people to anewer, And tho people will hava 

to have guidance and leadership from you in giving that answer, 


This has beon « very satisfying and useful program. 1% has been 
hoartwarming, to see what is happening om the farms and in the 
minds of the people of tho region. I have no reservations about 
the physical results of tho program. Whatever limitations it my 
have-~and it can be greatly improved, I believe-~from the point of 
view of its benefits to the people and their reception of it and 
of what it has done to stimulate the roots of democracy, it is an 
excellent program indceda 


These methods of potting the job done, if we can make them work; 

are very important~-maybe of chief importance to the TVA. But it 
won't be onough merely to decry and ceplore contralization, which is 
spreading all over the world, if we are not willing to do something 
about it. Wo cantt have it both ways. We cannot in formal reco~ 
lutions bomoan centralization in Washington and at the same time take 
_steps which are consistent with the growth of contralization. fo 
correot evil tendencies in government that everyone is disturbed 
about frequontly requires taking on e@ fighte I moan a fight on 
issues, not motives. This is a tims when these Valley motheds will 
be tested. You can't havo decontralization and centralization 
simultancouslys You can't be on both sides of that issues 


In order that the people may participate in this important debate 
over centralization, they must umerstand what the issues and what 
the alternatives are. Woe in this Valley have been developing an 
alternative, trying all the while to be affirmative and constructive. 
wo have put ourselves and tho outcoms protty much in your hands, so 
far os PVA is concerned. And I am content that we be there, because 
I think you realize how important the issues are to tho whole cause 
of human freedoms 


I will conclude by again expressing my appreciation for the opnor- 
tunity of attending this meeting. I consider the work of this Valley- 
States Conference as important as any that gocs on in this Valloy. 
Fowevyor men in the public service may differ, the public servants 

who work for farm poople constitute the finest body of public servants 
that you can find anywhere. To obsorve that high quality of devotion

In those estimates, no accounting was made of the time involved 
with test-domonustration associations which porform no marketing 
or purenesing functions. There are several mon on military leave 
from the institutions, end on their return the time and assis~ 
tence devoted to cooperatives will no doubt be increased to some 
extent, it is reported.

Bach Of the institutions provides a one-term course for under~ 
praduotes wich deals specifically with farmerst cooperatives. 
The University of Tennessee also provides a three~hour olective 
course culled "Cooperative Movemont" which analyzes tho causes of 
development and purposes of the sooperntive movemont. It is 
taught in the School of Businees Administration. There are two 
or more othor courses in each institution, such as marketing of 
agricultural products, which include a limited treatment of the 
subject of cooperatives, and then only in a geroral way. The 
lirited extent to which training in apricultural cooparetion is 
recoived by agricultural students is indicated by the fact that 
the number of students normally enrolled in the course in sach 


‘institution varies from ten to twenty. Three of the States, Ken~ 


tucky, North Carolina, and Virginia, offer a one-term graduate 
course in agricultural cooperation, Although Tennessee offers no 
graduate courses dealing specifically with this subject, thore is 
@ special problem course in which the student selects his subject 
for special study and if he chooses, a problem relating to coopera- 
tives. 


Virginia is the only State which has held rerular short courses for 
cooperative personnel, although Alabama and Georgia have from time 
ta time conducted one- and two-day meetings df cooperative and 
extension personne: for discussion of problems rolated to caopera- 
tives and the relation of extension workers to these organizations. 
in teaching the courses in agricultural cooperation, representa~ 
tives of farmers’ cooperatives have been utilized to a very limited

The repert on officioncy of TVA phosphates which was submitted by tho 
Correlator was discussed in detail, This renort will bo distributed 
to the experiment stations inthe Valley. It was the opinion of the 
Committee thst all the sourcss of phosphorus reported in this 

summary were about equal in officiency. It was, however, felt that 
additional tosts should be mede in which potassium metaphosphate would 
be included for testing its efficiency both as a source of potas~ 
sium and phosphorus. Uence, it would be nocassary to set up these 
tests on soils which were deficient in both of the pjant nutrients. 


Dean Funchess and Doctor Baver exprossod the opinion thet arcas 
which had growm poamnuts contimiously durins recent years would he 
ideal for a study of this type, particularhy whare cotton was to bo 
the test crops Also it was felt that peanuts would be 1 good crop 
for testing tho efficiency of potassium metaphosyhate sinco this 


“material would supply adequate potash without increasing tho salt 


concentration to a point where it would be detrimental, Certain 
revisions of the report were suggosted which wore lareoly a matter of 
clarification of the tables. 


The Camittee recommended that no additional testing of TVA phos~ 
phates was necessary oxcept for the above-mentioned test with potassiun 
metaphosphate and experiments with the -16 mesh fused phosphate which

Thorefore,; the Comnittoe suggested that fused 
phosphate be used in compounding a cemplote fertilizer in order to 
determine the vhysical condition of this material and also its suita- 
bility for distribution. 


b, eview of phosphorus research investigations in tho Valloy States 


The Correlator in a letter to the Committees a fow weeks aro raised tho 
question ag to the way in which the data to be included in the roport 
on phosphorus research investigations should bo tabulated. The impor- 
tance of reporting the deta according to soil types or soil proups was 
discussed, It was the opinion of the Comittee that tho report would 
have greater significance if the data were tabulated on the basia of 
soil groups rather than according to states in tho Tennessee Valley, 
Tais would give a basis far comparing results obtained by different 
states under similar soil conditions and would also offer the nost 
logical basis for classification of experimental date. 


Dootor Baver brought out the point that wide differences in the responso 
obtained from applying fertilizers on the same soil tyno at different 
locations would be very great in certain oases, ‘This was found to be 
true in a study which was made in the Coastal Plain Aroa of “orth 
Carolina, ospecially where votatoes were grown and high rates of ferti- 
lization had beon ussd over a period of years. The Carrelotor was

With his identical letter of Juno 19, 1915, addressed to tho Isctonsion 
Director and the Experiment Station Director of each of the Valley 
States colleges, Mr. McAmis transmitted a copy of his letter of the 
same date to the Executive Secretary of the Correlating Comittee 
outlining the work of the Committeo on Regource Utilization on the 
development and introduction of field watheds and procedures as a 
basis for the more effective plonning of the agricultural program 

for the Temessee Valleys 


In a subsequent letter, dated June 26, 1915, to Ixtension and Experi-~ 
ment Station Directers, My. Clayton requested authorization for a 
mesting of State Contact Officers to bo held in Knoxville on Friday

This meeting wag held ag planned. The field procedure involved wes 
discuesod in considerable detail in the meoting, and the Contact Officer 
for each institution was requested to explore the feasibility of 
initiating work along the Jinoa sugmosted in the Valley portion of the 
several obates. 

In a memorandum to Mr. Medmis datod August 25, 1945, Ur, Clayton 
reported on his discussion with ta.
